The struggle for a fuller 
prosperity for all the people 
of Illinois Is one ttf a groiil 
many facets, a.<> I oul lined to 
the General Assembly in my 
message of two •months ago. 
One Important segment of 
tliLs grand effort is the educa- 
tion of our citizens. 

Despite the fact that our 
changing technology reciuires 
workers with more c<lucation 
ttian ever before in history, 
more than 30 per cent of our 
youth In Illinois drop out of 
school before High School 
graduation. 

This stunning fact led mc 
to rcGonimond to the legisla- 
ture that the comjJUlBory 



school age bo increased from 
IG to 17 years, or high school 
graduation, which over comes 
sooner. The school dropout 
problem cannot be solved 
however, by legislative action 
alone. The problem Is too 
broad and deep, and so gov- 
ernment must search for all 
jiossible avenues to combat 
I lie dropout problem which 
results in unemployment, re- 
lief and delinquency.

The reason 'they iflnd'lhcm- 
selvos hii the unenviable posi- 
tion I of being recipients of 
very I uncertain charity are 
probably almo.sf as many as 
the' families themselves. You 
can cite a few general rca- 
sons-;-lack of education, ill- 
ness, shiftlossness — which 
may seem to. apply to a great 
many. But If you hoard the 
full story of most you'd find 
it was not one falling or one 
unfortunate trick of fate tliat 
put Ihem where they are. 

The gre^t majority of Am- 
erican taxpayers are reason- 
ably secure in a life far more 
afduent than a relief client. 
Many" may live from pay^ 
check to paycheck,' and find 
it iiard to meet their bills. 
But they've never known tlie 
feeling of being without a 
roof over thelh heaths, nor, 
beeii hungry and not -know- 
ing where tlieir next meal 
was coming from. , 

We ail know these things 
can and do happen to otiier 
people. But. with no per- 
sonal e.xpcricnce, it's easy to 
shrug these happenings* off as 
being the result of laziness, 
stupidity, shifttcssncss. 

It's much easier to dismiss 
them quickly from our minds 
in this way, too. No one 
really likes to contemplate 
real human suffering. And 
relief is expensive. 
But the poor we have always 
witii us. and always will liave. 
And the sick and incompe- 
tent, the handicapped and the 
mentally ill. 

W o u I d anyone freely 
dioosc to be one of the.se? 
Would you be willing to givp 
up your intelligence, your 
ambition, your education, 
your liealth, so that you could 
join the ranks of the relief- 
ers? 

And if you wouldnlt, 
you're not really so sure. In 
your heart, that reliefers are 
living as high off the hog a.s 
some would have us believe, 
are you? 

Holding down taxes is fine. 
Fighting corruption and 
waste is prai.seWorthy, wheth- 
er it's oil the rchef rolls or 
in padded highway construc- 
tion. 

lUit we don't ."itop building 
roads because someone un- 
covers fraud in the construc- 
tion of a highway. Neither 
do we tut down the appro- 
priation for building more. 

So let's not thoughtlessly 
join tlie pack in crying to 
have relief rolls cut down. 
Better, even, to close our 
eyes to a little waste In this 
department than to have chil- 
dren go to bed hungry, no 
matter how undeserving of 
help we may feel that child's 
parents are.

In the first place j Uils 'Is 
the coward's way out. 'Poll- 
ing, fifty families is a 'com- 
paratively: easy task, with 
time out for meals, sleep, etc. 
— I" wouki- have- bad-more -re- 
spect lor the genlleninn's 
opinion if bis conclusions had 
been ■ formed by spending, 
say, ten years in cUwe and 
continual contact wilh titc 
problem at hand— children— 
for 24 hoiirs a day, seven days 
a week, etc. Tills Is how 
mothers reach their conclu- 
sions. . 

Of course, all experts agree 
that "if there's one class of 
people who know/libsolutely 
nothing aboiit i^ns chil- 
dren, it's mofjIiotVv' Mother's. 
themselves, have been tokl 
this so many times by so 
many different experts— In- 
chMilng their own children, 
once tliey're big enough so 
that they darcto— tiial they're 
finally beginning to believe 
It. 

So they turn lo experts, 
sucli as the aforementioned 
one. And got gems of wis- 
dom to guide their faltering 
steps. 

In the interest of parent 
education, I will quote some 
of the rules for turning babies 
into the kind of adults whom 
we meet every day. (A pret- 
ty horrible Ibought, isn't it?) 

The first sage observation 
made by the expert is, "There 
is no magic fornuda to make 
children beliavo," Tl»ls will 
certainly surprise mothers. 

The booklet wanders on 
tlirough several paragraphs 
packed with Helpful Hints. 
Like "Parents often do not 
realize that spanking, scold- 
ing, or threatening rarely 
work." They don't? 

Anyway, iiere's the meat of 
tile article — li rules for Rais- 
ing Your Child Itiglit. I will 
add a few comments of my 
own, because, obviously, par- 
ents might need help to in- 
ter pre I them. 

1. Do not sot .standards 
loo high. 

All exports seem to agree 
that this is a practically fatal 
mistake. Think of the moth- 
ers of yore, smugly unaware 
of their ignorance, practically 
forcing tlielr children into de- 
linquency liy impressing on 
tlieir .sons, that tlicy, too, 
could grow up to be Presi- 
dent. It's a good thing tiic 
kids hadn't heard nbout de- 
linquency— tlicre would have 
been a I'rigiitful croj) of them. 

2. Stress fiie cliild's ac- 
complish men Ls. / 

This is along the same line 
as No. 1. Don't bawl him,out 
bccau.se he's four years old 
and can't put his socks on. 
Prai.se the thing.s he hat man- 
aged to do. lie wiilks (does- 
n't he?) And he can climb 
from the chair lo the table 
to the kitchen cupboard. And 
he talks, and asks queklcm 
like, "Why's the moon %re 
out at night?" He's no stupe. 
It's not his fault you don't 
know the answer. And how 
about last week when he fig- 
ured oul all by liiinself how 
to release the emergency 
brake on the, car and shift it 
I into neutral when you left It 
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parkbil Johlf n Jiiill ^ while you 
ran into a store. ; IThat's no 
mean ; acconiplisiiment for, n 
iitlle jguyi I ilt; wasn't tils 
fault tlic sqitati car was park- 
ed at the foot of the hill, i 

Jl,} ilixert patience f~; con- 
trol ' annoyance aiid anger. 
Try , to understand y our 
child's; motives;.: ; A calm, cool 
and ■ collected jparent is re- 
as.surliig to the child. 

in plain' Knglish, quit 
plckin' oiiMhe kid. S6~ he 
broke a window. And kicked 
the call ; And tied his little 
brother to a tree and then 
dropped a match Into a pile of 
dry leaves be.nide him. Re- 
member, that .all adds up to 
a lot of physical labor for a 

little-guy. And.,y otrvc been 

trying to gel those leaves 
buiMied for .several days. He 
took the Job (iff your hands; 

4. Have a positive attitude 
and be frlendlyt not hostile; 
be complimentary, not criti- 
cal; be loving, not angry. 
Show positive affection for 
your child. 

But not' too positive nn af- 
fection. Watch lit If you 
have some silly Idea that 
you're free to love your child 
as miwch as you jwisli, ,read 
Plillllp Wylic's comments on 
"Momism." You linve to 
keep reading to be reminded 
of all tiiesc little pitfalls and 
dangers that you might not 
be aware, of. 

5. Show firmness but be 
flQxibje. Allow yourself lo 
cliangc your mind. 

This is not really too help- 
ful. When do you stop being 
firm and start being flexible? 
Most parents start wilii a firm 
"No, you can't go," This is 
firmness. The child wiiced- 
les, coaxes, cries, sulks. At 
what stage of the game do 
you start being flexible and 
allow yourself to change your 
mind? Tlie .sensible thing 
would be to capitulate im- 
mediately and save wear and 
tear, (f this is against your 
principles, you'll have to mc 
your own judgriient — a de- 
plorable situation. 

6. Em|>loy reasoning, A 
child must feel that he is be- 
ing dealt with fairly. 

For example, you say, 
"Empty the garbage, .lack." 
Jack says. "Why can't Billy 
do it?" You say, "Because 
Billy is visiting at the 
Smllij's." Jack says, "Why 
can't you call Smith's and tell 
him to come home and empty 
It?" You say. "Because I 
don't want to make Mrs. 
Smith go call Billy from out- 
side or wherever he is, and 
anyway he must liave just 
gotten there and he'd have lo 
walk all the way home and 
you're right here," Jack 
.says. "Well, I still don't see 
\vhy Billy can't empty It. 
Why can't It wail until this 
afternoon?" 

Keep on reasoning. Tills 
conversation can go on until 
Hilly does get home, and then 
you can continue it with him. 
' 7. Parents should not 
contradict each oilier. For 
exaijiple. Sonny asks his 
father, "Dad, what is 9 times 
0?" Day say.s, "40." Don't 
contradict him. So you know 
he's wrong. Don't be a show- 
off. What difference does It 
make whether the kid knows 
how much limes fl is? 

0. Minimize issues. This 
is very important. 

For example, you tell your 
16-year-old son to get the ear 
homo by U p.m. He gets 
home at 5 a.m. Don't make 
a Federal case out of it. Ig- 
nore it. Maybe he'll do bet- 
ter next time. 

If you still feel you need 
more instruction in ho^ to 
raise your vlilld, Just pick up

■ Money canic , slowly nine 
years ago. an<l there were 
those who called the Idea pre- 
posterous. But Presley, Rev.

The first big financial 
break came in 1055 vvljcn tiic 
Mnkanda mall carrier was 
fcatiircd in Ralph Edwards' 
TV show, "This Is Your Life." 
Viewers from every state and 
several foreign countries 
mailed In donations that 
topped flOO.OOO.; ' ;■ ;■'" 

Then came the "Plg'-moni 
oyi" $30,000 of It, when more 
than 1,500 farmers in Illinois 
raised pigs and donated the 
receipts, tt was nnotiicr 
story of faitii and bard work 
that began when a blllcoun- 
try widow, Myrta Clutts 
pledged $100 without know- 
ing where it would como 
from.. Shortly afterward libr 
sow farrdwc(i 21 pigs, a rec- 
ord number for the Cobden 
area. 

Presley saw In this minor 
"Miracle" a modern version 
of the Biblical "Widow':* 
mite." He - fenced in -the 
widow's small hill farm and 
began multiplying the mon- 
strous litter into hundreds of 
pigs. Then with a home- 
made trailer he distributed 
the pigs after lie made his 
daily rounds on the rural mall 
route. Often he drove far 
Into the night. ' When the 
pigs grew to market size and 
were sold, the money came 
back for the Cross. 

The General Federation of 
Women's Clubs endorsed the 
project, niu>i*-''ot*s' organiza- 
tions contributed and small 
donations, were mailed to 
"The Cross" at Cairo. Bl., 
from far and near. Eleven 
Chinese girls in Hawaii sent 
a dollar cacif, children gave 
weekly allowances and wom- 
en picked strawberries and 
"took in sewing" to help the 
cause. 

Names of all donors includ- 
ing those who help to repay 
the final $40,000 will be re- 
corded in the Dedication 
room on the lower floor in- 
side the Cross. Eight hun- 
dred bronze plaques will be 
hung for donors of $100 or 
more. 

What will it mean, this 
shining . Cross atop Bald 
Knob near the picturesque 
village of Alto Pass in the 
Union County bills? 

Says Presley, "This great 
beautiful Cross, standing 
above us near the popula- 
tion center of the land, will 
be a constant reminder of 
tiic presence of God. It will 
be an ever-present Inspiration 
as we work and pray for 
peace,'* 

The Cross will have a sec- 
ondary meaning, too: that in 
the southern Illinois hill coun- 
try a rural mail carrier, com- 
bining faith with unrelenting 
effort, could find thousands 
of friends willing to help at- 
'tuln a beautifully significant
